In the General Assembly ev- 
ery offcial, minister or member 
of the Church of God has a right 
to speak and take part in the 
deliberations. The sisters, how- 
ever, understand their place and 
part in this work as_ previously 
interpreted by the Assembly, 
and their presence and service 
are highly appreciated, and they 
are especially invited to attend, 
Of course, in, the transaction of 
business they always leave this 
to the male members. 

The officials, ministers and 
members of the Church of God 
who may chance to meet in this 
holy convocation compose the 
General Assembly of the Church 
of God or Annual Assembly, 
them representing the various 
local churches throughout the 
states and foreign countries be- 
longing to and acting in har- 
mony with the general organiza- 
tion of the church. 

Each and every member of 
the board of 12 elders and 70 
elders, the state overseers, and 
pastors are especially urged to 
be present, and a_ liberal repre- 
sentation from each local 
church is especially invited to 
‘take part in the 19th Annual 
Assembly of the Churches of 
‘God which convenes in this city

After so many false reports 
have been circulated in these 
last days it reminds me of the 
time when a spirit came to the 
Lord and said, “I will go forth, 
and I will be alying spirit in 
the mouth of all his prophets’, 
and the Lord told him to go 
forth and persuade Ahab.1 Kings 
22:22. It seems that this same 
spirit is taking hold ofa large 
number of people in these last 
days.

Suggested advice to members 
of the organization respecting 
reduction authorized on the 
Certificate Plan for benefit of 
members and dependent mem- 
bers of their families. 

A reduction of one and one- 
half fare on the Certificate Plan 
will apply for members attend- 
ing the meeting of the Church of 
God General Assembly to be 
held at Cleveland, Tenn., Octo- 
ber 29-November 4, also for de- 
pendent members of their fam- 
ilies. 

Children of 5 and under 12 
years of age when accompanied 
by parent or guardian will, un- 
der like conditions, be charged 
one-half of the fares of adults. 

The following directions are 
submitted for your guidance: 

1. Tickets at the regular 
one-way tariff fares for the go- 
ing journey may be obtained on 
any of the following dates (but 
not on any other date) October 
25 to 31. Be’sure that when pur- 
chasing going ticket .you_ re- 
quest a CERTIFICATE.- Do not 
make the mistake of asking for 
“Receipt.” 

2. Present yourself at the 
railroad station for tickets and 
Certificates at least 30 minutes 
before departure of train on 
which you will begin your jour- 
ney. 

3. Certificates are not kept 
at all stations. If you inquire at 
your home station, you can as- 
certain whether Certificates and 


through tickets can be obtained 
to place of meeting. If not ob- 
tainable at your home station, 
the agent will inform you at 
what station they can be ob- 
tained. You can in such a case 
purchase a local ticket to the 
station which has the certifi- 
cates in stock, where you can 
purchase a through ticket and at 
the same time ask for and ob- 
tain a Certificate to place of 
meeting. 

4. Immediately On your ar- 
rival at the meeting present 
your Certificate to the endorsing 
officer, Mr, E. J. Boehmer, Genl.

5. It has been arranged that 
the Special Agent of the carriers 
will be in attendance on Novem- 
ber 1 and 3 from 8:30 A. M. to 
5:30 P. M., to validate Certifi- 
cates.
